At the beginning of the eighth grade we found we had a charming, teacher, 
Miss Botty Jane Rehlmeyer, The same year Virginia Lee Pyles, who had spent 
three months of the first grade at Virginia Aveme, the remainder of her El- 
ementary School days at Johneon Heights, and her seventh grade at Fort Hill, 
decided to take her place with us. 

In the ninth- grade we had three home-room teachers, Mr. Gerald Menefee, 
Miss Helen Criner, and Miss Flora Sweoker.
